CAN DETECT CANCER 
AT VERY OUTSET 


London, May 10.—A new test for 
the discovery of cancer at a far ear- 
lier stage than has been hitherto pos- 
sible is announced in the “Medical 
World,” organ of the medical profes- 
sion, this week. 

Dr. S. C. Billington, a leading path- 
ologist, has succeeded in showing that 
there is a vital difference between the 
blood of normal healthy people and 
that of persons suffering from can- 
cer. There is what is called a “nat- 
ural anti-body” which decreases in 
amoum with the progress of the dis- 
ease. Dr. Billington was able by 
means of discovery to decide from 
samples taken from persons he had 
never seen whether they were suf- 
fering from cancer or not. 

Dr. Frank Coke, London cancer 
specialist, then used “anti body” for 
injections into cancer sufferers in 
sixty cases, all of which showed 
marked improvement subsequently.

U.S. CATTLE DUTIES 
AFFECT GROWTH OF 
WHEAT IN CANADA 


(From President Woods’ Speech to 
Chamber of Commerce of U.S.)° 
Agriculture has its different phases 

of activity as most big enterprises 

have, and it is interesting to know 
that a fiscal policy that may benefit 
one phase of that activity may have 
an unfavorable reaction upon another 
phase, even within the same industry. 
For instance the cattle industry may 


affect the wheat industry. Your 
country is a natural exporter of 
wheat. The volume of Canadian cat- 


tle exports to your country is so rel- 
atively small that it cannot affect 
your market prices in any degree. 
And yet it is worth while for the 
agrarian industry in the United 
States to remember that it takes from 
30 to 50 acres of our fertile prairies 
to look after one steer. The import- 
ing of that steer into your country is 
of no price importance in your mar- 
ket, but the conversion of that 
amount of land in our country to the 
growing of wheat is of great import- 
ance to your farmers, because it adds 
that much to the combined surplus of 
both our countries in supplyling the 
market of the world with wheat. Thus 
it happens that legislation which un- 
duly restricts our cattle trade with 
you, a trade in which you are im- 
porters, finds its immediate reaction 
is an increased production of a com- 
modity of which we are both export- 
ers. This is actually the result evolv- 
ing in our country, where the exports 
of cattle to your country have been 
decreasing and the cattle land turned 
into wheat land to compete with your 


export trade. I would submit that! 


tariff legislation in your own interests 
may well take cognizance of this im- 
portant fact.

ernment are more numerous; but 
there is nothing to show that the gov- 
ernment has not the confidence of the 
majority of the people, except in ur- 
ban centres; and even in those cen- 
tres Mr. Brownlee has a strong fPer- 
sonal following which is a tribute to 
his outstanding ability. 


But here is a growing resentment 
against a government which avowedly 
represents but one class, and a feel- 
ing that the legislation it has spon- 
sored is discriminatory, favoring to 
an unfair degree the class from 
which it derives its power and sup- 
port. 

In some constituencies there is talk 
of co-operation between the Liberals 
and Conservatives, a combniation 
which, it is thought, would insure a 
fairer representation of the people as 
a whole in the next assembly. There 
is little hope, however, of such a 
joining of forces so long as the po- 
litical banners are flown in a provin- 
cial campaign. 


There is evidence throughout the 
province of more independent indi- 
vidual thought and action with re- 
gard to provincial politics than ever 
before. Very many voters will con- 
sider the merits of the candidates for 
whom they may vote. These will cast 
their ballots for the man in whom 
they can best place their trust, what- 
ever party stripe he wears. 

As parties, and in relation to pro- 
vincial affairs, both Liberal and 
Conservative suffer great and identi- 
cal disadvantages. Both have recent- 
ly adopted new leaders, neither of 
whom have demonstrated capacity 
which is so well exemplified in Mr. 
Brownlee. 


There is a small but significant 
movement on foot, which may in the 
future have a far reaching effect on 
provincial affairs; that is the pro- 
posed formation of a political party 
whose membership will ignore their 
political preferences and labels they 


may effect, in regard to Dominion, af-}. 


fairs. This seems to me a very log- 
ical viewpoint and one which prom- 
ises well for the provirice. It is cer- 
tain that if consideration is given to 
provincial affairs, and is free of polit- 
ical consideration which apply more 
particularly to Dominion affairs, the 
province would benefit. For if the 
provinces approaches a Dominion gov- 
ernmen through a premier of the 
same political camp as the Prime 
Minister of the Dominion, the provin- 
cial representative approaches his 
political boss and will be careful not 
to ask too much for the people whom 
he represents; on the other hand if 
the provincial leader igs of the op- 
posite camp, as we have been assured 
lately, he is likely to get scant consid- 
eration. This applies to both parties 
in spite of expressions of virtue to 
the contrary. 


It is not difficult to point out the 
weaknesses of the U.F.A. political or- 
ganization, first it is as an organiza- 
tion fepresentative of but a small 
minority of the people as a whole. In 
Wetaskiwin for instance, the nomin- 
ating convention will represent but a 
very small] section of the farmers of 
the constituency, the greater num- 
ber will have no opportunity at all of 
selecting a candidate to represent 
them. The active membership of the 
U.F.A. in the constituency is quite 
small and, perhaps, consists more of 
enthusiasm than political sagacity or 
breadth of view. To be partially 
representative of the people whom 
they claim to represent the U.F.A. 
nominating convention should co-op, 
a declared sympathiser toward their 
cause, at least one individual from 
every school district in the constitu- 
eney. 

The U.F.A. will draw its most en- 
thusiastic support from those who 
are in sympathy with the activities 
of the Wheat Pool, without that sup- 
port the U.F.A. government would be 
in grave danger of defeat. There are 
many sympathizers of the coopera- 
tive principle outside of the ranks of 
the farmers. On that account it 
seems of paramount importance to 
the U.F.A. that their nominees be 
wholehearted in their support of the 
government’s jattitude toward co-op- 
erative movements. The best element 
of any electorate demands, ubove 
everything, sincerity.

THURSDAY, JUNE 19 


Alberta will have a provincial elec- 
tion on Thursday, June 19th, nomin- 
ation day being set for June 9. The 
present standing of the parties in the 
provincial house is:

In the next legislature, there will 
be 63 members due to the following 
changes made on account of redis- 
tribution. Edmonton, six members 
instead of five; Calgary, six .mem- 
bers instead of five; Drumheller, one 
member; Clover Bar, one member; 
Grand Prairie, one member. The 
last three are new ridings. A merg- 
er of four other ridings into two has 
taken place in other parts of the pro- 
vince, 


Edmonton, May 10.—Dissolution of 
Alberta’s sixth legislature took place 
today and immediately following this 
procedure the writ for the election 
was issued and returning officers for 
the various, constituencies were ap- 
pointed. Premier J. E. Brownlee form- 
ally brought on the election which he 
had already announced would take 
place on Thursday, June 19. 


In taking action on Saturday he 
gives the electors the maximum time 
of 40 days provided under the Blec- 
tion Act. 

The first procedure was the passing 
of an Order-in-Council authorizing the 
issuing of a proclamation declaring 
the Legislature dissolved by Lieut.- 
Governor, Dr, William Egbert. Imme- 
diately after, an.Order-in-Council was 
passed calling an election and naming 
returning officers. 


Under the direction of John OD. 
Hunt, clerk of the Executive Council, 
notices were then sent out by wire 
to returning officers. The necessary 
writs followed by mail and all mater- 
jal for enumerators was shipped care 
of returning officers. 

All: printing has been done and 
some 4,000. ballot boxes are stored at 
the Legislative builings ready to be 
stacked with ballot papers, election 
notices, writs and other parapher- 
nalia necessary for the carrying on 
of an election.

LARGEST GROUP OF 
WOMEN IN ALBERTA 
MEET IN CALGARY 


Alberta Women’s Institutes — the 
largest organization of women in the 
province—are holding their sixteenth 
annual convention jniCalgary, May 20 
to:-23. . These- unite Neroups of rural, 
town and city women have enrolled at 
their head office in Edmonton 314 
branches, with an approximate mem- 
bership of 5,000. Think of 314 branch- 
es of the same organization in a pro- 
vince that has not the population of 
greater Toronto! About 400 delegates 
are expected to attend this conven- 
tion. 

The Women’s Instftutes of Alberta 
extend from Fort McMurray in the 
north, to the international boundary 
line at Coutts. The work of this farth- 
est-north W.I. is chiefly dispensing re- 
lief among the native families. The 
farthest-south branch is known as the 
“Sunshine Institute,” and it meets al- 
ternately in Coutts, Alberta, and 
Sweetgrass, Montana, just across the 
boundary road. On these occasions 
the meetings are opened with the na- 
tional anthem of the country on 
whose soil they are held. 


Each year the Women’s (Institutes 
raise thousands of dollars, most of 
which is spent on the communities in 
which the money is earned. From 
available figures of 217 branches last 
year the total amount of money rais- 
ed was $53,875.57—an average of $200 
per branch. Some of the larger Insti- 
tutes made from $900 to $1,200, but 
in these cases the members were 
usually building a community hall, 
helping finance a hospital, buying or 
beautifying a cemetery, or purchasing 
and equipping a public playground.

The 
report covers the period from 1928 to 
December 31, 1929. 

Figures for the period show a 
growth from 600,522 members’ in 
1925 to 650,945 in 1929.

Manitoba 
reports a decrease of 692.

BROWNLEE WILL: 
OPEN CAMPAIGN 


Edmonton, May 13.—Premier’ J. E. 


‘| Brownlee will fire the first’ gun of 


the United Farmers of Alberta cam- 
paign in the provincial general elec- 
tion when he speaks at his party’s 
nominating convention at Lac Ste. 
Anne on Friday evening next. This 
announcement was made by the pre- 
mier on Monday. He will follow his 
first election address up. with ad- 
dresses at the Sedgewick and La- 
combe conventions, to be held on 
Tuesday, May 20 and Friday, May 23, 
respectively. ‘ 

Asked in regard to election plans, 
the premier said that his party would 
follow the same general lines. as in 
the 1926 election. In other words, he 
would point to the record of the Gov- 
ernment of the day in meeting the 
problems of the last four years and 
show that, ‘as these problems thad 
been solved, so it wag reasonable to 
expect that the problems of the next 
few years also could be brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

Naturally, he would refer to the 
sale of the ‘provincially-owned rail- 
ways which had been the biggest fin- 
ancial problem with which the Prov- 
ince had been confronted and to the 
settlement of the natural resources 
question, which had ‘been confronting 
the province ever since the very first 
session of the first legislature of the 
Province. 

Just what policies he would enunci- 
ate in regard to the resources he de- 
clined to state until his public ad- 
dresses. 

Questioned as to the likely date of 
his manifesto the premier stated that 
he was undecided. If it was decided 
that none be prepared, then he would 
issue an outline of the government's 
basis of appeal to the electors. - This 
would be in the form of a pamphlet 
which would be available to the pub- 
lic through U. F. A. members of the 
House. 

The government, he said, would 
bring no inference to bear in any con- 
stituency in regard to a candidate. 
According to the rules of the U.F.A. 
organization the selection of a candi- 
date was left entitrely open to the 
People and that selection always was 
acceptable to the Government.
